Heavy Rain 
Ends State 
Dry Spell 


By WARREN BOSWORTH 
Heavy, driving rains, whip- 
Jashed by high winds, raked across 
Georgia Sunday afternoon, crack- 
ing the state’s first serious 
drought of 1958. 


The U.S. Weather Bureau in At- 
lanta reported that scattered 
showers peppered most of the 
state, bringing relief to Georgia’ 
farmers. 

In Atlanta two inches of rain fell 
during the storm kicked up by 
winds hitting 35 miles per hour. 

It was the first recorded rain in 
the city since May 20. 


Generally speaking, Sunday 
was a wet day in Georgia as 
windwhipped rains sent sports- 
men and picknickers scurrying 
for cover in all sections of the 
state. 


Macon recorded 2.05 inches of 
rain to lay claim to the state’s 
“‘wettest spot.” Other cities re- 
porting heavy rainfall for the day 
were: Savannah, 1.20 inches; Co- 
lumbus, 1.10 inches, and Athertis, 
1.07 inches. 

The rain had an almost instant 
cooling effect. Atlanta’s tempera- 
ture at 2 p.m. was 85 degrees. 
An hour later it had dropped to 73. 

The storm knocked down trees 
and flooded basements and auto- 
mobiles in scattered sections of 
Atlanta. Lightning struck a num- 
ber of residences. 

Motorists in the Tucker and 
Sandy Springs areas said the rain 
was so heavy, they were forced to 
pull over to the curb. 

Farmers weren't the only ones 
thankful for Sunday’s rain. 

W. H. Weaver, general man- 
ager of DeKalb County’s-water- 
works, said that the rain is going 
to “do wonders” for his depart- 
ment.

Tito Blasts 
Khrushchev 


For ‘Insult’ 


BELGRADE, Yugolslavia ‘AP). 
President Tito accused Soviet 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev Sun- 
day of insulting Yugoslavia and, 
to the cheers of a crowd of 50,000, 
praised the United States. 

In an hour-long speech at the 
coal-mining town of Labin, Tito 
turned og Khrushchev for assail- 
ing Yugoslavia at the recent con- 
gress of the Bulgarian Communist 
party in Sofia. 

Tito declared the renewed So- 
viet-bloc campaign against Yugo- 
slavia’s independent brand of com- 
munism had worsened, Belgrade’s 
relations with Russia, the Eastern 
Communist nations and Red 
China. And he promised to fight 
‘to a victorious end.” 


LEADERS LYING 


He said Eastern Communist 
leaders were lying to their people 
and that Red China rushed into 
the anti-Yugoslavy campaign to 
cover up trouble at home. 

“In attacking Yugoslavia,” Tito 
said, “Comrade Khrushchev used 
words which have nothing In com- 
mon with comradely criticism. He 
insulted not only the Yugoslav 
leadership but the Yugoslav peo- 
ple too.” 

Tito said Khrushchev blasted 
Yugoslavia for accepting U.S. aid 
because it was not given to build 
socialism (communism). 


AMERICAN AID 


“I agree that the Americans do 
not give us aid to build social- 
ism,” Tito said. ‘In 1920-21, when 
Americans aided hungry Russia, 
they did not do it to help sogial- 
ism either.

The soil in the tunnel was mud- 
dy; caused from a leak in the 
foundation of the building, detec- 
tives said. 

A physician said Mr. Weibel 
had been dead for at least an 
hour. Detectives theorized Mr.

It was a minute of blankness 
for most of the passengers when 
‘the Greyhound bus they were 
riding overturned on -the four 
lane highway south of Marietta 
Sunday afternoon. 


‘I thought we were turning a 
‘real sharp curve when all of a 
sudden everything went blank,” 
said Laura Lee Pate, 11-year-old 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Roger 
Pate of Newnan. 

“T didn’t know what happened 
until I woke up crying,’’ her nine- 
year-old brother, Harold, said. 

However, Mrs. W. L. Driggans 
of Chattanooga was fully con- 
scious, “I thought; I was going 
to be killed.”” That was firmly 
in her mind as she flew through 
the air onto a pile of fellow 
passengers. She escaped with 
minor injuries. 

Not so fortunate was 76-year- 
old Mrs. W. D. Reeves of Chat- 
tanooga. She was on the bottom 
of a pile of passengers after the 
bus overturned. “I’m so thank- 
ful I’m alive,’’ Mrs. Reeves com- 
mented at Kennestone Hospital 
in Marietta.

Greeks Cut 
NATO Tie

ATHENS, June 15 — Greece has 
broken ties binding her militarily 
to Turkey. Thus the NATO alli- 
ance in Southwest Europe no long- 
er exists.

Military commanders inspect 
the defenses alorig the border be- 
tween the two countries Sunday 
and units were thus forewarned 
of possible attack. 

According to unconfirmed re- 
ports persistent these last few 
days, the Turks have been con- 
centrating forces in a menacing 
manner along their East Thracian 
frontier.

The Greek government did not 
tell NATO im adyance of its re- 
solve to break the Turkish link 
and gave no formal explanation 
afterward. 

In recent days the press carried 
reports from Cypris saying the 
Turks committed acts of barbar- 
ism, with the connivnance of Brit- 
ish security authorities, against 
the Greek section of the popula: 
tion. They were said to have 
slaughtered, plundered and set 
fire to Greek property. 
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Heikal’s angry blast against the 
United States was inspired by 
Nasser.

When Georgia high schocls reopen 
next September they will require of cach 
étudent a minimum amount of mathe- 
Mmatics and science subjects. 


' That is proper. And certainly the 
overwhelming majority of parents will 
approve. The old complaint that such 
gubjects “are never used by many stu- 
dents” is an empty one. The discipline of 
education is a trained mind. A well-edu- 
¢ated person in any field of endeavor, 
écientist, farmer, businessman, nurse and 
go on, is merely a person with a trained 
mind. 

The state board has said it will insist 
6n the modest upgrading of the secondary 
curriculum. It cannot, in fact, fail to do 
anything else if it wishes to serve the 
children of Georgia, as we believe it 
does. 


But this brings many counties in 
Georgia to what might be called “the 
moment of truth.” 


Of Georgia's 
losing population. 
' In many of these with a net loss, 
the county seats show an increase in pop- 
ulation, further testifying to the fact that 
farmland needs fewer hands, 

But in these counties there are high 
schools with as few as 15 and 20 stu- 
dents. There are more with as few as 40 
and 50. Each local community quite un- 
derstandably has a great and possessive 
pride in these schools. But the fact is 
they cannot now do the job. 

The communities fight consolidation 
and say we want to retain “our school.” 
That, too, is understandable. 

But they are not “our schools.” They 
are not the possession of the adults. They 
have but one purpose—to' educate the 
children of Georgia as well as can be 
done. 

Consolidation is not a cure-all. It is 
by no means a panacea. There are head- 
aches connected with it. But it offers the 
rural county which can’t or won't pay 
taxes to support several schools a chance 
to have one that meets the standards. 

The drift to cities and county seats 
will continue, Augusta, Atlanta, Savan- 
nah, Columbus, Macon, Rome. . .*all the 
larger cities will become larger, as will 
the county courthouse cities. Atlanta’s 
“urban area” of four counties is already 
near the million mark. These are people 
from all over Georgia—and the story is 
the same in other cities, large and small. 

We must quit allowing state poli- 
ticians—for their own gain—to set coun- 
try against city. We are all citizens of one 
state. And the school board must have 
help and cooperation in enforcing its re- 
quirements even if it does mean the clos- 
ing of many well-loved high schools 
which no longer can do the job for which 
they were created.

Soviet Makes Progress 
In Economic Warfare 


While the French crisis has dominated 
the news of the world for about a month, 
the cold war with Russia has by no means 
come to an end. The quiet assault on the 


West is going ahead on all fronts short of 
hot war. 


Pressures in Asia, the Middle East 
and Africa and Soviet penetrations in 
South America continue unabated. 


Recently the director of the Central 
Intelligence Agency, Allen Dulles, told 
Congress that this country faces the great- 
est challenge it has ever faced in peace- 
time from Soviet economic competition 
and trade. He warned further that in this 
competition the Russians would have the 
advantages. 


Now backing this view comes a report 
from the Committee for Economic De- 
velopment, authoritative and independent 
research agency, based on a study by 
the economist Michael Sapir. 

The CED report describes the Com- 
munist economic offensive as “a chal- 


lenge which may be greater to us than . 


of open armed attack.” 


Focusing on the Soviet “trade and aid” 
program which began in 1953, Mr. Sapir 
recalls Khrushchev’s boast of last No- 
vember that his country would win the 
war it had declared on us “in the field 
of peaceful production.” Looking at the 
impressive five-year record, he concludes 
this was no idle boast. The Reds delib- 
erately have moved into key underdevel- 
oped countries with the idea of making 
them dependents and are succeeding far 
more than we like to admit. 


A wise Briton, Lord Salisbury, com- 
mented a few days ago that everywhere 
the drift of events seemed to be favoring 
the East. This obviously is true. The big 
problem is how to reverse the trend. 


_ This reversal can and must be ac- 
complished with imaginative new poli- 
cies and practices from Washington— 
policies and practices which have the 
backing of Congress and the American 
pecple. Unless the challenge is met, the 
predictions of Mr. Khrushchev will come 
true all too soon.

And speaking of fluoride, when it is 
added to city water it joins these already 
commonly accepted additives: alum, lime, 


ammonia and chlorine gas, activated car- 


bon and copper sulphate. . 

He who would brand fluorine as poi- 
son should recognize chlorine gas as 
“irritating” and “of disagreeable, suffo- 
cating odor.” 

Controlled chlorination purifies water 
and staves off such as typhoid; 
controlled fluoridation fortifies water and 
staves off tooth decay. .

Therefore a student who 
is really an “A” student becomes 
a “B” .student in the eyes of 
those looking him over for col- 
lege material. 

In other words I helieve our 
marking system should be ad- 
justed to allow for the fact that 
a student is taking an accelerat- 
ed course. 

I deplore the types of parents 
mentioned in your editorial and in 
Mr. Griffith’s letter. However, 
you must admit that the two 
teachers in question went ahead 
with accelerated work without the 
consent of the school board or 
without the parents’ knowledge 
of what was being done. 

To repeat, we have one of the 
finest high schools in the coun- 
try and also a progressive school 
board and understanding parents 
and we have the accelerated 
courses. But we still have the 
type of marking system which 
does not allow for this. The “‘B” 
grade is on your record even 
though you are above the average 
“A” students not taking the ac- 
celerated courses.

As a man, Johnson is at times a hard-as-nails 
handful. Like most brilliant people, he suffers fools only in ex: 
cessively frank, eye-rolling pain and impatience. 


He has great practicality and 
again great sentimentality; a 
very demanding approach and 
again a very considerate ap- 
proach. 

He is, in short, a genius in 
politics. His conduct is unpredicta- 
ble in its details and often 
brusquely so. But his achieve- 
ments in general are so extraordi- 
nary as to make him, if this one 
measure be used, almost undenia- 
bly the outstanding Democrat in 
the country today. 


In his forum and in his field— 
that is, in the Senate and in leg- 
islation—he could master any half 
dozen of his rivals all at once 
without raising any great sweat.

Third, we must tarn occasional- 
ly from the pressure of our work 
and enjoy the pleasures of leisure 
and relaxation.

And the 
more pressing the work we do the 
more necessary are our periods 
of relaxation. 

Fourth, we must covet peri- 
ods and days of rest, when we 
can take a break, think through 
the meanifhg of our hectic sched- 
ules and discover our real sélves.

This is the season of the unsightly souvenir. This is the time 
of year when far travelers will bring home—at great trouble and 
expense—doodads and gimcracks they wouldn’t have accepted as 
a gracious gift if they'd seen them on Peachtree or Whitehall 
streets. 


This is the time for seashell monstrosities from the Florida 
beaches and genuwine made-in-Japan Indian moccasins, beaded 
belts and feather head dresses from the Great Smokies. People 
who go to New Orleans will bring home sugary pralines and 
people who go to New York will lug in replicas of the Empire 
State Building. California visitors will buy orange blossom .per- 
fume and travelers in Mexico will find themselves saddled with 
alligator hide wares that were made in Brooklyn. 


It’s fortunate for most of America, I suppose, that we're not 
altogether known by our souvenirs, although I must confess my 
knowledge of Daytona Beach is practically confined to hideous 
loot some jokester friends bring me each year. (It’s really as- 
tonishing and somewhat alarming the wide variety of cheap and 
horrid things that come out of there, smugly labeled ‘‘Souvenir of 
Daytona Beach, Fla.”’) 

Of course, souvenirs don’t have to be useless and tacky. Trav- 
elers in Europe frequently bring home charming inexpensive 
gifts that are said to be representative of the section in which they 
were bought. And such things are, of course, to be fdund in our 
own land if we are diligent enough in our search. 

Something Mariann Kidd, the north Georgia mountain inn- 
keeper, wrote in the current issue of Georgia Magazine reminded 
me of that. Miss Kidd, known locally as a purveyor of fine foods 
before she moved to Cleveland four years ago to open Clear 
Lake Lodge, has become so enchanted with mountain handcrafts 
that she recently refurbished and opened up an old two-story white 
house on the highway just south of Cleveland as a base of opera- 
tions for a group called “Pioneer Handicrafters.” 


“Four years ago when I left Atlanta for the beautiful moun- 
tains of northeast Georgia, I was completely unaware of the beauty 
of handmade crafts in home adornment,” Miss Kidd wrote. “‘Rov- 
ing the hills, I found folks making beautiful and useful things 
with theif hands, using all the good things God and nature had 
surrrounded them with.”’ 


At a recent hotel convention in Cleveland, Georgia hand- 
crafters displayed 62 homemade items that were suitable for 
mementoes and s@uvenirs, Miss Kidd reported. ‘‘Each one was 
useful and artistic—not a single one just a dust-catcher.” 

She gives credit for this to such people as Mildred Leford, art- 
ist and designer of the University of Georgia Extension Service, 
who has urged people to plant broom corn for hearth brooms and 
other brooms and who has stimulated the women near Chica- 
sours to weave table mats and rugs, honeysuckle vine and pine 
askets. 


There’s Joe Nelms, who lives “three bends along the Chatta- 
hoochee near Wilkes’ store,”’ making stools, chairs and baskets 
of white oak splits; Mrs. Esther Witt, at Helen who specializes in 
dainty handwork; McAllen Myers of Young Harris, who is fa- 
mous for his work with native Georgia woods, black walnut, 
pine and cherry; Chevor Meaders, White County’s well-knowh 

‘ churn and jug maker; W..J. Gordy, the Cartersville potter and 
D. E. Nally of Cummings who does beautiful leather work. 


Miss Kidd mentions others and there are many she doesn’t 
mention, of course, who live along the untravelled ways, pains- | 


takingly and lovingly turning out house fixin’s by the old methods 
that were handed down through the generations. : 
These souvenirs of our hill country are, of course, more ex- 
pensive than the mass-produced monstrosities which are turned 
out by the million in factories in Japan and Brooklyn. But they 
have a usefulness and a lasting beauty that can make us proud 


to see them go home with tourists—a long-time reminder of |

The potency of the polio vac- 
cine is measured by testing the 
concentration (titer) of protective 
antibodies in the blood. ‘They ap- 
pear in the blood stream shortly 
after the initial dose and increase 
in number after the next two 
shots. Thereafter, the antibodies 
decline from a-maximum to a 
level that still is effective against 
the disease. 

This type of protection paral- 
lels that noted among victims 
of polio who recover and are con- 
sidered immune. All of this 
should be good news to those who 
have had three injections of the 
vaccine. ' 

A booster, or fourth injection, 
will do no harm but is unneces- 
sary, especially in the 90 per cent 
who received vaccine of normal 
strength. 


There is no need for the re-| 


maining 10 per cent to be alarmed 
because we know that a poor vac- 
cine is better than none. 

Polio is unusual during the first 
year of life, but is tragic when 
it occurs. For this reason pedia- 
tricians recommend that the shots 
be added to the baby’s immuniz- 
ing schedule. The first injec- 
tion of polio vaccine will be given 
at two months along with immu- 
nization against diphtheria, per- 
tussis (whooping cough) and teta- 
nus.
